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WILL IT SURVIVE? 



This year, in all probability, 
will be the last year of combin- 
ed intercollegiate activities on 
this campus. For three years 
now, John Abbott College has 
shared the expenses of inter- 
collegiate athletics with Mac- 
Donald College. Each school 
paid half of the cost, whether 
it was through the adminis- 
tration and student body, as was 
the case of Macdonald College 
last year. There were reasons 
for the decision made by the 
Quebec Universities Athletic 
Association, the governing body 
for university sports, which 



will not allow CEGEP students 
to compete in QUAA after the 
1973/74 season, Gaston Mar- 
cotte, Director of Athletics of 
Laval University, was the spo- 
kesman most vehemently pro- 
testing the entry of Macdonald- 
John Abbott College into the 
QUAA. Many of the French uni- 
versities sided with Marcotte. 
Their arguement was that 
either all or no schools should 
be able to use CEGEP students. 
They were opposed. The propo- 
sition of April 25th. 1973 re 
CEGEP students states "That 
for the 1974/75 season, no CE- 



Dear Sir: 

The preliminary reports of 
the Committees dealing with 
the Academic Modalities and 
the Physical Facilities for a 
possible move of the Faculty 
of Agriculture to the Montreal 
Campus have recently been 
made available to students and 
staff. 

Some students have said that 
the reports read as though it 
has already been fully decided 
that Faculty is to be moved 
to the Montreal campus. While 
the titles imply a "possible 
move", no alternative future 
of the Macdonald Campus is 
elucidated. 

As a member of the Com- 
mittee dealing with the Aca- 
demic Modalities of a Possible 
Move, I indicated the desira- 
bility of outlining the moda- 
lities for a viable future on 
the Macdonald Campus. I was 
told that it was beyond the 
terms of reference of the Aca- 
demic Modalities Committee 
to outline in the preliminary 
report the alternative of con- 
tinuance on the Macdonald 
Campus. It was assumed that 
continuing operations on the 
Macdonald Campus was the al- 
ternative to moving to the 
Montreal Campus. Since no- 
thing much is said of this 
alternative in the reports from 
the two Committees, there was 
a danger that a University de- 
cision might be taken without 
adequate consideration of the 
alternative of continuing on the 
Macdonald Campus. To provide 
further input 10 one aspect of 
these alternatives I wrote on 
October 16 to the members 
of two committees ancj the co- 
ordinating committee, chaired 
by Vice-Principal Thomson. 
A major part of that October 
16 memorandum is given be- 
low. 

In the Academic Modalities 
Committee "We have consider- 
ed various aspects of how the 
Faculty of Agriculture could 
function on the Montreal Cam- 



pus and of some of the facil- 
ities that it would need to 
retain at a research station 
at the Macdonald Farm and 
Arboretum. We have consid- 
ered some of the effects on 
the students of a possible 
move. However, we have never 
really debated or come to a 
conclusion on the question — 
'Would it be academically bet- 
ter for the Faculty of Agri- 
culture programs to be centred 
on the Montreal Campus or 
centred on the Macdonald Cam- 
pus?' Since this question has 
never been treated clearly (in 
this Committee), there is a 
danger that it will merely be 
answered by default. There- 
fore, I present a few of my 
own thoughts and opinions on 
this matter in case it should 
be treated further by the Co- 
ordinating Committee or by 
others. 

There is no doubt that it 
would be an academic benefit 
to the students and staff on 
the Montreal Campus to have 
the Faculty of Agriculture lo- 
cated on the Montreal Campus. 
This would bring additional 
courses and additional staff 
expertise within easier reach 
of a larger number of people 
in the University. At a time 
when such a large proportion 
of the people of Canada live 
in urban areas perhaps the 
presence of the additional stu- 
dents and staff of the Faculty 
of Agriculture who have inter- 
ests and comprehend much 
about the rural environment 
and renewable resources prob- 
lems would provide extra op- 
portunities for a larger num- 
ber of McGill people to acquire 
a greater understanding of 
things beyond the city. At the 
same time it could provide an 
opportunity for people in the 
Faculty of Agriculture to ob- 
tain a greater understanding 
of urban affairs. 

However, I do not believe 
that location on the Montreal 
Campus will provide nearly 



as good an opportunity for stu- 
dents in the Faculty of Agri- 
culture to obtain the greater 
understanding of rural affairs, 
rural environment, and renew- 
able resources problems as 
would location of their centre 
of study on the Macdonald 
Campus. Since an increasingly 
larger proportion of the Fac- 
ulty of Agriculture students 
will be from cities, suburbs 
and towns rather than from 
farms, there is a greater need 
now than there was in the past 
for these students to have a 
study location which places 
them in an environment for 
much contact with the outdoor 
world beyond cities. The Mac- 
donald Campus has the space, 
the fields, the farm animals, 
and the Arboretum as well as 
the necessary teaching build- 
ings to provide good contact 
with the field problems of food 
production and environmental 
and renewable resources stu- 
dies. At the Macdonald Campus 
the urban student can have his 
mental grasp of his • subject 
area extended by continuing 
contact, both in class time and 
after class time, with the non- 
urban environment. This en- 
vironmental support for his 
studies will be missing on the 
Montreal Campus, and it will 
not be fully replaced by field 
trips. 

It is said that there will be 
academic improvement for the 
Faculty of Agriculture pro- 
grams on the Montreal Cam- 
pus, because the e xpertise of 



professors in other faculties 
will be available to them. 
There is undoubtedly some me- 
rit in this point, but surely 
it is less person-hours and 
less social cost for some pro- 
fessors of other faculties to 
come to the Macdonald Campus 
and for some Macdonald pro- 
fessors to travel to the Mont- 
real Campus to give lectures 
than for a much larger number

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GEP students be allowed t o 
compete in QUAA." The pro- 
position was accepted 9-3, An 
ammendment was proposed 
that only Macdonald-John Ab- 
bott College be allowed to use 
CEGEP students. This was 
defeated 3-8-1. 

At the next meeting of the 
General Assembly in Decem- 
ber, I will appeal this motion 
and try to re-establish the syst- 
em of the past three years. If 
the student bodies of both Mac- 
donald College and John Abbott 
College are willing to support 
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a postive answer and guarantee 
us intercollegiate funds for the 
next number of years this would 
be appreciated. We must have 
an answer to the above request 
immediately. John Abbott Col- 
lege now feels sufficently pre- 
pared to move into a CEGEP 
Intercollegiate Union. This 
would leave only a small Mac 
population to support such 
events as golf, tennis, bad- 
mington, skiing. 

With one/last effort we s h ouid 
try to continue intercollegiate 
sports at Mac-Jac and not be

forced to abandon all major 
team events in the QUAA. 

We could endeavour to allo- 
cate funds that would allow us 
to enter as Macdonald College 
and probably suffer as the 
teams of 1970-71, with winless 
records in hockey and football 
OR we can end participation in 
athletics in the QUAA and drive 
one more nail into the coffin 
of Macdonald College.

of students to have to be trans- 
ported regularly out of the city 
to get the essential learning 
exposure to food production, 
environmental biology and re- 
newable resources problems. 

At a time when our cities 
are suffering from too many 
people commuting in and out, 
and our rural areas are suf- 
fering from depopulation, it 
seems to be a negation of 
intellectual honesty to move 
the locale of the one Faculty 
in the University which should 
have special knowledge of mat- 
ters beyond the cities, from 
a suburban-semi-rural loca- 
tion to the centre of the largest 
city in Canada." 

The terms of reference of 
the Faculty of Agriculture 
Planning Commission appa- 
rently allow it to prepare out- 
lines of alternative future for 
the Faculty. Let us hope that 
alternatives are laid out suf- 
ficiently that the University 
chooses the best of the alter- 
natives without adequate consi- 
deration of other possible al- 
ternatives.

EDITORIAL: ACTION - REACTION? 

When our mandate was accepted last year, it was on the premise 
that there was a lack of communication on the campus. A medium 
was needed to inform the students at a time when the future of this 
campus was uncertain, not to say decided. Representatives of stu- 
dent Council said: "We need communications badly, we need a news- 
paper. " The need to define "communication" is apparent. To com- 
municate is to impart knowledge of something; to interchange 
thoughts, information, by writing, speaking; to express one's true 
thoughts. 



The need for communication arises when conflicting views exist. 
In the three issues published so far, we have presented to our 
readers articles with conflicting views to express our thoughts and 
to "communicate" (in the expectation of getting some feedback). 
Let me remind you of some topics: "In Favor of a Move", "O.S.A. 
Report - Strikes-Minimum Wage" were antagonistic. Also "Le 
Quebec a I'Heure des Elections", "Is This the Way it is", "What 
is Individualism?", "Right!". The latter is George Wright's anal- 
ysis and report of Council's activities. Assuming that you have read 
these articles, controversy, support, or refutability could have been 
voiced. However, Newton's Third Law that "For every action there 
is an equal but opposite reaction" just does not seem to apply. No- 
thing was heard. 

The total feedback from our efforts has been three letters to the 
Editor, zero counter articles, zero attack from Council to "Right" 
and only one major article submitted to us that was not sollicitated. 
Either the students are apathetic and do not have anything to say; 
or the Harvest is doing a poor job in exchanging ideas. In the event 
the latter was true, we have not been advised of it. 

A solution to our problem would be to join forces with the John 
Abbot newspaper, The Bandersnatch. This would procure a larger 
audience and hence a better chance to exchange views; it would 
reduce costs; it would permit the printing of a weekly newspaper. 
The portion of this newspaper that would be of interest to Mac stu- 
dents would be directly proportional to Mac's contribution. Judging 
from our experience, I would hate to predict our share. 

The old excuse of "I don't have time" is worthless. We took time 
to produce your newspaper. Surely you must have something to say, 
you must have ideas and ideals. SPIT THEM OUT BEFORE THEY 
ROT.
